UNIFIED AREA 

In connection with the appointment 
of Mr. O’Donovan it is interesting to 
note that under the County Manage- 
ment Act, which comes into operation 
early in the new vear, Dublin City and 
County and the Dun Laoghaire area 
will become a unified administrative 
area, with the Dublin City Manager, 
Mr. P. J. Hernon. as City and County

health. 

Mr. O'Donovan, who has been 
attached to the staff of the Local 
Government Department since 1921, has 
been private secretary to Mr. RA. T. 
O' Kelly as Minister for Local Govern- 
ment, principal official of the Poor Law 
Mental Hospitals and Mental Charities 
Section in the Department, and for 
some vears back á senior Inspector of 
the Department. A few years ago he 
was entrusted with the task of carry- 
ing out the unification of the Health 
Insurance Societies in this country, and 
was succeeded as Chairman of the 
Unified Societies by the Bishop of Clon- 
fert. He is brother of Mr. C. J. 
O'Donovan, Chargé d'Affaires, repre- 
senting the lrish Government at the 
Vatican, and is a cousin of Mr. J. 
Brennan, Chairman of the Irish 
Currency Commission.

The black market for tea in 
Dublin has virtually collapsed follow- 
ing the Government’s announcement 
that the ration is to be doubled on 
October 19. 

Smuggled tea, which a month ago 
was plentiful in Dublin, and which 
could be purchased by customers “ in 
the know at prices around 6s. 6d. 
per pound, recently became more 
scarce. Tighter supervision across the 
border, and the formation of a “ ning ”’ 
by the agents who operated thik tea 
‘‘ racket,’’ was responsible for the fact 
that tea prices soared. This week, a 
few days before the /rish Times an- 
nounced that an increased allocation 
was being given to this country. 
smuggled tea fetched 10s. per pound 
and over in Dublin. The market.”

ADVANCE FIVE MILES 


MOSCOW, Friday.—As a result of, 


fierce counter-attacks in the past few 
days, Leningrad’s defenders have 
succeeded in moving forward their lines 
at many points, says the Hed Star to- 
day. In one sector they have hurled 
Von Leeb's forces back five miles and 
recaptured four villages. 

At another point the Germans tried 
to drive forward with 400 motor-cycle 
troops, equipped with machine-guns 
and supported by tanks. The column 
was smashed by Soviet artillery and 
mortar fire. The Germans then threw 
two fresh battalions into a frontal 
drive, but this, too, failed.—Reuter. 


ON THE VOLKHOV 


South of Leningrad, Soviet forces 
have for the past month been holding 
the eastern bank of the Volkhov 
River where it flows out of Lake Ilmen, 
says a Hed Star despatch. Their front 
lines are less than a mile from the 
ancient city of Novgorod, now in 
German hands. All German attempts 
to force a crossing of the river have 
been decisively smashed, the paper 
states, and adds that Soviet guns have 
silenced four German batteries and 
destroyed a horse-drawn artillery unit. 

The Soviet hold on the eastern bank 
of the Volkhov is of considerable value 
in affecting the general disposition on 
the German forces on the Northern 
front. In heavy fighting south of Lake 
Ilmen in the past few days, the 
Germans have gained nothing. but 
have Jost many men and quantities of 
material. 


GERMANS ROUTED 


Soviet planes, co-operating with 
land troops, have routed a German 
panzer column in the Uxraine, it is 
announced here to-night. Thirty 
tanks and about 300 orries carrying 
infantry were destroyed. On the 
Leningrad front hundreds of Soviet 
bombers and fighters on one day alone 
destroyed 160 infantry lorries, 32 
armoured cars, seven tanks, 27 tank 
Jorries and a number cf horse-drawn 
vehicles, 'l d motor ars. Three 
battalions of German infantry on the 
Fiftecn A.A. 
batteries and numerous machine-gun 
nests were put out of action. 

In attacks on the Smolensk front, 
Soviet bombers smashed 100 lorries, 
15 tanks and two batteries. 


50,000 CASUALTIES 


The German-Rumanian forces be- 
sieging Odessa suffered at least 50,000 
casualties in Killed, wounded and miss- 
ing in the first fortnight of Septem- 
ber, according to J/zvestia. These 
tremendous losses have forced a change 
of tactics, the paper says. In their 
first assaults on the city they sent 
forward six or seven divisions of shock 
troops in an attempt to break through 
the Russian defences. Some Divisions 
lost as much as three-quarters of their 
strength and half their arms in these 


attacks. 


Now the Axis forces are attacking in 
small groups—from one company up to 
a battalion, The Germans have brought 
up considerable reinforcements in the 
past few days, and have begun an in- 


tense artillery and air bombardment of 


the city.—(Reuter. ) 


RUSSIAN SHIPPING 
SHELLED 


BERLIN, Friday.— German artil- 
lery yesterday successfully attacked 
Soviet shipping in the harbour of 
Kronstadt, the German News Agency 
stated to-night, ‘‘Guns of Soviet 
ships and batteries which attempted to 
intervene in the land fighting were 
silenced by German fire, it adds. 

A Swedish correspondent in Berlin 
reports that the Germans, while claim- 
ing that Stukas have badly damaged 
the Soviet battleships Marat and 
Oktober Revolution eff Kronstadt, ad- 
mit that firing from these vessels is 
none the less handicapping the attack

TO AID BUDYENNY

COMPULSORY SERVICE

Russian Defence Committee providing 
íor general compulsory military train- 
ing, which comes into force on October 
1. In each city and village organisa- 
tions have been set up to carry out 
the training. Each citizen liable .for 
training will have to devote at least 
six hours a week to tuition in handling 
rifles, machine-guns, hand-grenades and 
bayonets.— (The Associated Press. )

BERLIN, Friday.—A German News 
mg despatch to-night indicated 
that the Germans expect the war on 
the Eastern Front to last into the 
winter, and at the same time hinted aá 
new German offensives. The Agency 
said: It was generally recognised 
now that one cannot presume on 
German pressufe letting up during the 
winter months. — (Associated Press.) 


FINNS RENEW DRIVE 


ROME, Friday.—Finnish troops have 
renewed their drive towards Petroza- 
vodsk, on Lake Onega, according to a 
Helsinki despatch. 


SIX SHIPS SUN 
LONDON, Friday.— German radio 
claimed last night that six Russian 
versels were sunk when German 
bombers attacked a convoy on Lake 
Ladoga, while three others had been 
destroyed as they reached land. Ger- 
man aircraft had bombed troop con- 
centrations, artillery emplacements and 
railway lines on the northern sector 
of the front, setting fira to several rail- 
way stations and neighbouring vil- 
lages.—(Associated Press.)

SIX U.S; PILOTS LEAVE

DISSATISFIED WITH 
PAY 


Six American pilots who came over 
to England to join one of the Ameri- 
can Eagle squadrons have been asked 
to resign their commissions in the 
Royal Air Force. 

The Press Association Air 
spondent writes: For 
reasons it was desirable to avoid 
courtmartialling these officers, and 
they were permitted to relinquish 
their commissions and have now re- 
turned to America. One of the reasons 
for the dispute, I learn, was that the 
pilots contended that they had been 
promised higher pay than they actu- 
ally received. As pilot-officers, their 
pay in the Royal Air Force, with 
allowances, would amount to about 
14s, 6d. a day, but the United States 
of America pilots asserted that they 
had been told their pay would be be- 
tween 250 and 360 dollars a month. 
As a result of the dispute, the pilots 
declined to take part in active opera- 
tions. The officers admitted that they 
signed documents before leaving 
Canada, in which the conditions of 
service were laid down, but stated 
that they did not read the papers he- 
fore signing. The number of officers 
affected is a very small percentage of 
American pilots who have come over 
to serve side by side with the British

It is useless for 
the Gas Company to say that they have 
not increased the cost of gas; a coal 
factor might as well say, ‘I have not 
reducec the price, I merely give you 
ten pounds to the stone.’

ideas or objectives, but rather to pro- 


j...ormation, and for the co-ordination 
of all activities, in order to enable 
employers, in matters of commo’. 
interest, to keep along the same lines 
In the last three years or so, t'e 
Federation had reached a high level of 
achievement in that they had brou; ht 
together some forty-five organisati ns 
of employers of all descriptions. Toney 
had found that this federation had 
been particularly valuable in rega d to 
such matters as making represent: tions 
to Government departments, and cting 
as a source of information fcr the 
respective bodies as to what was taking 
place regarding wages and cor ditions 
of employment in other industr es. 
While the Trade Union Bill vas not 
fostered by the Federation, trey had 
taken an interest in its dev: pment, 
and had had interviews ith the 
Government concerning its ef ect, both 
on the relations between emp oyers and 
employed, and on employers organisa- 
tions themselves. While it was realised 
that the bill was not ever: thing that 
might be desired, and that, in fact, 1

AIMS IN 


RUSSIA 
WINTER CAMPAIGN OUTLOOK 


By OUR MILITARY 


T — end of last week the German 

A ews Agency published a very 

full and hae outline of German 

aims in Russia. While less sweeping 

than earlier ee the present 

statement of objectives has such 4 

convincing sound that it merits quoting 
in full: 

“The High Command's aim is five- 
fold :— 

1—The 
power, hitherto re 
exhaustible, must be 
well-trained soldiers have either been 
taken prisoner or killed in action. 

‘‘2—The Soviet war material must 
either be captured or destroyed in the 
oS “mg quantities. 

Soviet economic war 
potential must be so decisively 
weakened that its army is no longer in 
a position to carry out large 24 
effective operations owing to the 
shortage of sufficient fresh war 
material. 

‘*4—Communications must be so de- 
cisively destroyed that effective co- 
operation within the war industry and 
between it and the Soviet Army's 
supply organisations is made im- 
possible. e Soviet Air Force, par- 
ticularly, LE be annihilated.

MAN-POWER 

A few days later the Milan Corriere 
della Sera published an appreciation 

pin- pointing this policy on the 
may, as follows: ‘‘ The limit to the 
advance in 1941 is expected to be the 
railway lines linkin Lening rad, 
Moscow, Kharkov and Rostov.’ This 
does not necessarily imply the occupa- 
tion of all these cities—though some 
are likely to fall—but merely the 
breaking of the North-South railway 
communications between them. The 
line coincides largely with the limit 
of the German-Austrian advance in 
1918. If it is reached it will certainly 
impair very seriously the Russian out- 

ut and distribution of war material. 
n other words, it would materially 
contribute to the realisation of 3, 4 and 
5 of the German war aims indicated, 

As far as the other two are concerned, 
the war in China proves fairly conelu- 
sively that sheer numbers constitute an 
asset so valuable that it is difficult to 
over-estimate their importance. So long 
as the men oxist at all they can be 
turned into soldiers—presumably, the 
Russians will not fritter aw w. the 
months of winter. And it sho not 
be forgotten that Russia can lose three 
men for every one German and still be 
a little ahead on balance. As for 
trained airmen, it is commonly believed 
that Russia began the war with very 
considerable reserves of them. Anni- 
hilation of the aerial forces, conse- 
quently, will not be an easy task. 


WAR MATERIAL 


Aim 2—destruction of Russian war 
material—has certainly had a begin- 
ning made of it. The effect has been 
a serious diversion of both British and 
American output to the Russian front, 
where it provides merely replacements 
instead of a real, net addition to fight- 
ing power, ca able of being employed 

a Es the es—and not the Ger- 
mans—might think fit to decide. The 
fact that the new state of things is 
a serious handicap seems to be en- 
tirely overlooked by mary of the 
British leaders: indeed, they wax al- 
most enthusiastic over the fact that 
they are constrained to on to 
Russia war material designed for other 
uses. 

There is one very notable omission 
in the German programme outlined 
above: apparently, the occupstion of 
no oil-bearing region is contemplated, 
Possibly the establishment of addi- 
tional plants for the production of 
synthetic oil is contemplated as an al- 
ternative—although that scarcely seems 
an explanation. : 


OIL STOCKS

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Community Planning 


For many years before the last world 
war.a small band of reformers tried to 
persuade British statesmen that . civic 
disorders, inherited from the days of 
industrial expansion, demanded searching 
diagnosis and planned remedies. When 
war came their pleas had received scant 
attention at the hands of practical 
politicians.. The measure of their success 
was a Town-Planning Act, limited in 
scope and hedged about with “many 
crippling restrictions. Foreseeing the im- 


controi reconstruction operations when the 
war ended, planning advocates success- 
fully pressed for the appointment of a 
Ministry of Reconstruction and wide 
extensions of town-planning legislation. 
High hopes were entertained that a new 
civic order would emerge from the 
wreckage of war. Vast housing schemes 
and other public utility works were 
designed to meet unprecedented demands 
for employment, and were to be developed 
in conformity with new conceptions’ of 
civic order. Then came the armistice, 
months of excitement, during which the 
thoughts of political leaders were absorbed 
with international problems and the need 
to hasten forward with all available means 
to provide employment. In such condi- 
tions, what were the practical values of 
preconceived plans? In how far did 
results fulfil the hopes of “planning 
advocates? . Experience showed the con- 


sequences in the main to be extremely 


disappointing. While unquestionable 
benefits were reaped in certain localities, 
and. within narrow limits, planning 
activities proved largely to be abortive as 
means to produce healthy social and 
economic balances. Here and there new 
types of suburban development told of the 
planner’s influence, but only to be 
negatived by sprawling stretches of ribbon- 
built highways and countrysides dis- 
figured by outcrops of ‘‘bungaloid”’ 
Spaces to be preserved as 
green belts, or as residential areas on the 
outskirts of cities and towns, were invaded, 
and their amenities destroyed by hordes 
of manufacturing industries. While 
industries deserted their old locations, 
and gravitated to already overcrowded 
centres of population, trails of unemploy- 
ment remained to impoverish the smaller 
towns, villages and countrysides. Land 
and other property values soared to un- 
precedented levels in one area while they 
fell disastrously in others. 

Why—it now is of ‘special interest to 
inquire—did suc], things happen? Where 
lay the defects in planning conceptions 
and legislation? What lessons, if any, 
may we, on this side of the Channel, learn 
from such experience? Traced to their 
sources, the chief defects of British 
planning legislation lay in two important 
facts: First—that its aims were local 
rather than regional or national; 
secondly—that it failed to visualise the 
reactions of hanging values of land and 
other properties on planncrs’ designs. 
Directed mainly to control the develop- 
ment of cities and towns, British measures 
failed sufficiently to visualise the essential 
interdependence of town and countryside— 
of the farm an the factory. Left free to 
move about at will, the controllers of 
industry paid fancy prices fr accommoda- 
tion in London and other large centres, 
where labour was supposed to be plentiful 
and fluid, and left areas like Tyneside 
and South Wales to stew in their own 
juices. Guided by such bitter experience, 
British planning advocates and authori- 
ties now seem to be determined that there 
shall be no recurrence of such disasters 
when reconstruction activities again must 
be faced. Already the findings of weighty 
oficial inquiries have convinced Ministers 
that planning powers must be extended 
in two vitally important respects. Surveys 
must be conducted, and plans laid, on a 
national scale—taking account of future 
distributions of population; and suburban 
lands either must be acquired by 
municipalities, or their prices so controlled 
as to encourage outwa.d movements of 
urban populations. As a first step to give 
effect to these conclusions, a Ministry of 
Public Works has been constituted and 
given wide powers, while other aspects of 
reconstruction problems have been assigned 
to the care of a Committee of Ministers, 
whose departments are more directly con- 
cerned with works of physical develop- 
ment. By such means British planning 
authorities—despite the distractions of 
military demands—are actively preparing 
the foundations of a new civic and 
social order. 

We return to the question of what, if 
anything, is being done to lay foundations 
for an inevitably new order of things as 
Fire emerges from the present economic 
war, and is compelled to take part in the 
struggle for existence in an impoverished 
and distracted world. Recently we were 
able to welcome one indication that Mr. 
de Valera and his colleagues are not 
altogether asleep to the need to adapt the 
present creaking machinery of adminis- 
tration to new conditions. By placing the 
control of the public works and planning 
sections of three Departments under a 
single ministerial head, the Government 
took a decisive step towards the accept- 
ance of methods of reorganisation which 
have been advocated in these columns. 
Presaging, as we may hope, sweeping 
amendments of the present Planning Acts 
which have completely failed to effect 
their authors’ declared purposes—Mr. 
Hugo Flinn’s appointment seems to clear 
the way for a root-and-branch scheme of 
reorganisation under which an integrated 
plan applicable both to national and local 
needs may be developed in advance of 
reconstruction activities. Taking to heart 
the failures which—in Great Britain and 
on this side of the Channel—have been 
associated with town and regional 
planning efforts, we suggest that a more 
adequate recognition of what now is 
required would be conveyed by some such 
title as community planning. Identify- 
ing the interests of the farm with those 
ol the factory, and overriding the narrow 
administrative boundaries which have 
tended fatally to eircumseribe and distort

Towards the. Caucasus 


Advices from Russia continue to 
contradict one another. The Germans 
claim smashing victories all along the 
fifteen hundred-mile front, asserting that 
in the Kiev region alone they have taken 
no fewer than 574,000 prisoners, and that 
the complete annihilation of the Russian 
armies to the ,east of the Ukrainian 
capital is ‘‘imminent.’’ They also give the 
impression that Russian resistance every- 
where is beginning to crumble. Moscow's 
communiqués, on the other hand, are more 
confident than ever. They declare that in 
the Leningrad sector German attacks have 
been beaten off in three different places. 
At one point the attackers have been 
driven back some five miles; and gener- 
ally Ritter von Leeb’s assaults on the city 
have been repulsed with heavy losses. In 
the central sector—again according to the 
Russian reports—Marshal Timoshenko's 
armies are giving an excellent account of 
themselves. They are counter-attacking 
all along the line, and, although German 
pressure still is terrific, progress is being 
achieved at an appalling cost. In the 
south, General von Runstedt is attacking 
the Crimea with four German divisions. 
The Russians claim that the situation is 
“well in hand ”; but there is little doubt 
that the German High Command is trying 
to force the pace in this sector in order 
to reach the Caucasian oilfields before 
winter interferes with active gperations. 
In this connection it is of interest to learn 
that General Wavell, the British 
Commander-in-Chief in India, is on his 
way to Teheran to confer with the Russian 
General Ovikov regarding the joint 
defence of the Caucasus. General Warell 
is the officer who was responsible for the 
remarkable British successes in Libya last 
winter. His transfer to India some 
months ago was the subject of much 
speculation; but it seems now that the 
British Government anticipated important 
developments in the Middle East, and the 
fact that General Wavell visited London 
last week to discuss the situation with Mr. 
Winston Churchill suggests that ‘prepar+- 
tions are being made for a winter cam- 
paign in that part of the world. At the 
moment the Allies occupy a favourable 
position. The British are in complete 
control of Syria. They also have taken 
effective possession of Iraq, while in Iran 
Anglo-Russian troops control all the im- 
portant strategic points. Whether or not 
the Allied forces will be in a position to 
defend the Caucasus against General von 
Runstedt's invading armies remains to be 
seen. It must be remembered that while 
the British and Russians are operating on 
an improvised plan, the Germans are 
pursuing a strategic policy that has been 
prepared with characteristic care. Their 
time schedule has been upset to some 
extent by the unexpected strength of 
Russian resistance in the Leningrad and 
Smolensk sectors. Undoubtedly, they 
have suffered heavy losses in respect both 
of men and of materials; but their hearts 
are set upon the Caucasian oil-fields, : nd 
they wil“ stop at nothing to gain their 
ends. From the point of view of general 
strategy, the offensive towards the Crimea 
is of the utmost importance. It con- 
stitutes a threat, not only to part of 
Russia’s richest territory, but also to the 
British Empire, the destruction of which 
is Germany's ultimate aim. Possession 
of the Caucasus would endanger, not only 
Syria and Iran, but even India. For that 
reason, far more than its immediate 
objectives depends on General von 
Runstedt’s offensive. 


Town Gas 


Last night the Government issued an 
Order banning the use of town gas for 


commercial and private motor vehicles. 
This Order was not altogether unexpected. 


Nevertheless, it will come as an unpleasant 
surprise to the owners of many private 


vehicles, which will be immobilised from 
now on. The Government has been 
obliged to take such a step because of the 
“ critical position of all gas undertakings 


become operative as from next Monday. 
If we are to believe the authorities, 
matters have now reached such a state 
that the use of town gas on motor cars 
may mean that many people will’ have 
to do their cooking during the coming 
winter without the use of gas, and since 
a large proportion of the population cf 
this city depends entirely on gas for cook- 
ing arrangements, the Government . has 
deemed it wise to ban completely the sale 
of town gas as fuel for automobiles. 
Admittedly, it is more important that the 
people should be able to cook their food 
in comfort than that they should drive 
about the city in limousines, but, at the 
same time, the Order is unfair to the 
hundreds of people who have gone to much 
trouble and the expense of having gas- 
bags fitted to their motor cars at costs 
varying from thirty-five to sixty pounds. 
In the same way, many garages un- 
doubtedly will lose heavily as a result of the 
Order; not only will the amount of money 
which they have expended on gas-filling 
equipment be wasted, but a considerable 
proportion of their staffs will become un- 
employed as a result of it. Last June, when 
it was first suggested that the supplies of 
gas coal in the country were by no means 
adequate, and that, in consequence, town 
gas for the use of motor cars might have 
to be rationed, we pointed out that the 
Ministry of Supplies should have foreseen 
such a state of affairs rather than let 
hundreds of people buy town gas equip-

Conscription of Women

changes in many directions. Many of the 
big London stores and shops will lose 
nearly all their female staffs, and key- 
workers will be allowed only a short space 
of time to train athers before they are 
called up. Though many young women 
have already responded to the calls made 
upon them for national work, it is said 
that there are still many thousands of 
young women who are just pursuing their 
ordinary avocations. Now when a girl is 
called up she will have to do what she is 
ordered by a National Service officer, and 
should she refuse she can be prosecuted. 
A survey of the classes registered some 
weeks ago reveal that of the million and 
a half women fifty-seven per cent. were 
already engaged on work of national im- 
portance. In the north-western regions. 
out of the 234,000 women registered. seventy 
per cent. were on full-time employment. 
and only four thousand seven hundred 
were unoccupied or unemployed.

As the biographer of ‘Elizabeth 
Fry, Mrs. Whitney (who is herself a 
member of the Society of Friends) has 
gathered a quantity of material rela- 
tive to the Lndustviel Revolution and 
its social background. This is most 
satisfactorily sketched in, although 
there arises’ an inevitable—and, per- 
haps, unfair—comparison with the 
work of Phyllis Bentley, the specialist 
in this period. The story grips 
throughout, and there are some good 
passages of imaginative reconstruction, 
such as the departure from England 
of the unfortunate women convicts. 
Macgregor, the Scot, to whom Jen- 
nifer is assigned on arrival in the 
nal colony, is a more civilised 
egree; but the worst features of 
„Uncle Tom's Cabin are absent, 
although the atmosphere of oppression 
is — worked up. 
Some of the convicts—Luce, Meg, 
and Old Tad—are very real people; 
but the chief characters ar. subser- 
vient to the plot throughout. At 
least one of Jennifer’s sudden appear- 
ances (of which there are two, one in 
boy’s clothes) is purely cinema. It 
is doubtful whether Trefusis, the vil- 
lain, whom we visualise as a tough, 
unscrupulous fellow, acts tre to type 
in the duel scene. But this is a 
splendid tale, competently written 
against a background of serious study. 
It can be recommended without 
timidity or reservation.

A SHOW SPOT 


Once part of a large country estate 
the farm is 200 acres in size, and was 
started as a co-operative enterprise b 
its present manager, 34-year-old R. M. 
Burke, a member of the Irish Labour 
Party Administrative Council and 
prospective Labour Party candidate 
for the Dail for East Galway. Reached 
through a beautiful three-quarter-mile- 
long tree-shaded avenue, it is one of 
the show spots of the West, and is 
visited each year by agricultural 
experts, students from agricultural 
colleges, people interested in the co- 
operative movement, and by sight- 
seers. 

Mr. Burke inherited the place from 
an uncle; but, instead of running it 
in the way surrounding farms are run, 
he decided to turn it into a co-opera- 
tive enterprise, sharing all the profits 
with the four men employed by 
his uncle. Besides doing that, he 
spent £1,000 in modernising the 
place, in adding new farm buildings 
and in carrying out other improve- 
ments, including the erection of a 120- 
ton silo. Later, as the farm grew, he 
and his four colleagues decided to 


‘share ownership with five other men. 


The men selected were local unem- 
ployed agricultural workers. 

Helped by Government grants, 
modern four and five-roomed — 
were built on the farm for the men, 
the owner of each house being given 
a two-acre garden, in which he could 
work during his spare time, and the 
2 of which he could keep for 
imself, if he wished. Portion of each 
of these two-acre gardens or plots are 
around the men’s homes, but the re- 
mainder may be in any part of the 
farm, and in order to prevent the land 
depreciating the sites are changed 
every few years. Both houses and 
ardens are absolutely free, the rents 
a paid out of the farm funds. 


JOINT CONTROL 


The control of the farm rests entirel 
with the men. Matters affecting all 
aspects of the farm are discussed at 
meetings held in the wooden office at- 
tached to the farm. The men vote on 
all questions about which there is not 
complete agreement. They always 
accept the majority decision. The farm 
has an up-to-date book-keeping system, 
and the financial position is regularly 
explained to the men. Records of the 
time spent on the various farming 
operations are kept, and this enables 
them to plan their work ahead. Meet- 
ings must be held once a month, but 
actually they are held much more fre- 
quently. Sometimes when a hurried 
decision has to be made, Mr. Burke or 
the farm foreman, Martin Corcoran, 
arranges a hurried meeting in the farm- 
vard or in whatever field the men 
happen to be working. 

Mixed farming is carried on. Cattle, 
sheep and pigs are raised, and a wide 
variety of crops grown, the yield in 
most cases being much higher than 
that for the average individual 
farm. An unusually large per-centage 
of the land is under tillage. Of the 
farm’s 200 acres only 120 are arable, 
the remainder being mostly wooded. 
This year no Jess than 60 acres, or 50 
per cent. of the total arable area, is 
under tillage. The principal crop 18 
wheat. It has been found to be the 
most paying crop, and this year 15 
acres of it have been grown and har- 
vested. This year, too, for the first 
time, an acre of beet seed has been 
Fe -The seed will be sold to the 

rish Sugar Co., Ltd., and it will be 
used next spring to replace the beet 
seed hitherto imported from Denmark, 
Czechoslovakia and other countries. 

Besides the general farm there is a 
poultry farm. Over 100,000 eggs used 
to he laid here every year, and 3,000 
chickens hatched in the farm incubator, 
But the poultry farm has now been 


drastically cut down, because of 
chortage of feeding-stuffs and other 
difficulties. Most of the sales of stock 


and farm produce are to outside cus- 
tomers, but the men themselves con- 
sume considerable amounts of the co- 
operatively produced milk, potatoes, 


pigs and poultry, 


PROFITS SHARED 


The men share the profits by way of 
wages and allowances. They get an 
average weekly minimum wage of 308. 
per week each in summer and 27s. 
in winter, Their allowances are 
in addition to this. Besides their 
free houses and gardens they get free 
grazing for a cow and for a calf of up 
to one year. Each man, too, is given 
a free turf bank, from which he can 
cut as much turf as he needs for his 
home. Before they joined the farm 
their average weekly wage was 24s. a 
week. Since then six of them, in- 
cluding Mr. Burke himself, have got 
married. One of the ten is a black- 
smith, and, in addition to working in 
the fields, keeps the farm implements in 


repair and shoes the farm’s two horses 


in a fully equipped forge attached to 
the farmyard, 


FIFTY-FOUR HOUR 
WEEK 


Unlike many farms, the men work 
regular hours. They have a nine-hour 
day, or a 54-hour week, in summer, 
starting work at 8.30 a.m. and finish- 
ing at 6.30 p.m. They get one hour 
off for lunch at mid-day, during which 
they go back to their own homes. 
Overtime is discouraged except in 
special circumstances. If the amount 
of work to be done is more than the 
ten men can cope with, additional men 
are taken on temporarily. These men 
are paid in the ordinary way. Only 
essential work is done on Sundays, 
such as milking and feeding animals, 
It is regarded as overtime, and the 
men are specially paid for it. (Sunday 
earnings are not included in the 30s. 
a week average minimum wage.) Each 
man gets.ten days’ paid holidays a 
year. The days are taken separately,

Contribu- 
tions are voluntary—the more a man 
ays in the more he will get in case of 
illness. Money from the fund goes to 
supplement the ordinary ational 
Health Insurance benefits. Another 
development is the growth of a farm 
savings bank, which pays the men 
interest on their savings. Several of 
the men availed of the bank to save up 


to get married. 
A HAPPY FAMILY 


Mr. Burke is confident of the future 
of the farm. ‘‘ The fact that six of us 
have got married shows that we have 
hopes for the future,” he tol. me. 
“ Most of the men were unemployed 
when they joined the farm, and had no 
hopes of getting married or of ever 
having homes of their own. Our 
standard of living is still low, through 
no fault of our own; but we have more 
leisure and slightly higher incomes 
than workers on ordinary farms. We 
get on very well together,” he added; 
„we have had to face lots of difficulties, 
but we are surmounting them. If 
disputes arise, the men always accept 
the majority decision. I am only 
manager in the sense that the men 
have empowered me to take decisions 
soddenly if I think them necessary. 

Since they started there had been a 
definite improvement, 2 in 
the psychological side, he said. 
Efficiency, too, had increased by at 
least ten. per cent. The men were 
interested in the farm because they 
knew they would share whatever profits 
were made. The farm, Mr. Burke said, 
had demonstrated the advantages Irish 
farmers could gain from co-operation 
and from the proper use of machinery 
which co-operation would make 
possible. Machinery could not be 
used to advantage on a small-holding 
farm. By using a tractor for ploughing 
and a reaper and binder for harvesting 
they had been able to till more and to 
enjoy more leisure. 

Mr. Burke believes there is a future 
for co-operation in Ireland, despite the 
Irish farmer's prejudice towards 
individualism. Since our farm was 
started ten years ago,” he told me, 
over 400 young men and girls have 
asked to join it.” 

The Government, he says, should 
encourage co-operative farms, at least 
as an experiment. Some of the large 
country estates being broken up by the 
Irish Land Commission should é given 
to landless farmers’ sons to be run as 
co-operatives. P. 8. 


COLLECTION OF 
WASTE PAPER 


GOOD WORK IN 
DUBLIN

We have succeeded in makin 

eople waste paper conscious, sai 

rs. W. R. Nolan, who is supervising 
the collection. Those who are help- 
ing us are really saving paper in a 
systematic way now, and instead of, as 
at first, getting a tremendous amount 
of stuff that was useless we are get- 
ting properly packed bags of good 
quality paper. We don’t want people 
to put in cellophane, grease-proof 
paper, or tin-foil. Continually, people 
are trying to get the collectors to take 
tins of all kinds, but, unfortunately, 
there is no market for them. Raga of 
woollen and silk material are welcome, 
but it is desirable that they should be 
offered separately from the paper. We 
have had tremendous help from Messrs, 
Findlater, who made a door-to-door 
collection for us. The St. Vincent de 
Paul Society, the Legion of Mary and 
the Catholic Boy Scouts, who have or- 
ganised their collections with a certain 
measure of co-operation from the 
Government, are making heavy col- 
lections, but there is room for every- 
one in a work of national import- 
ance,

AWKWARD MOMENT

MONEY IS NEEDED 


“We take children here from ten 
days to five years of age, said Mrs. 

We have accommoda:ion for 
forty, but just now we have only half 
that number, because times are too 
bad for even the expenditure of two- 
pence per day by many poor parents.“

BE COMING MORE 
BIRD-MINDED 
THE DIFFICULTY OF 


SANCTUARIES 


By a Spectra CoRRESPONDENT. 


ESTERDAY I watched ten 
* thousand refugees enjoy the 
freedom and hospitality of 
Ireland. They had come a long way, 
these visitors, on a journey that car- 
ried them across the battlefields of the 
world, They had known the inferno 
that is the Ukraine, They had travelled 
the war-scarred face of Belgium, and 
over the jagged peaks of Scandinavia. 
In all probability they had heard the 
boom of A.A. guns over both Berlin 
and London, had seen the devastation 
caused by the bombs of two 
belligerents. But yesterday they were 
in a land of peace; and with a precision 
that is uncanny they had found their 
way to the safest place at which ten 
thousand bird immigrants to Ireland 
could possibly rest—the North Bull 
sanctuary. 

When I suggested to the Rev. P. G. 
Kennedy, 8.J.—one of the men who 
worked for six years to have the 
island declared a sanctuary—that the 
— les being waged on the Continent 
— drive more birds to Ireland, he 
laughed at my ignorance. 

“Birds.” he explained, are 
frightened. only by real danger, such 
as that which threatens them in the 
shooting season. But battlefields pre- 
sent no horrors to them, and during 
the last war, and( I am sure, in this 
conflict too, they have been observed 
to build their nests within almost a 
stone-throw of the trenches.” There 
is, however, a newcomer to the 
Sanctuary. She is a reeve, the female 
of a ruff, a small wader, who has not 
visited the island for over forty years. 
These birds have ignored the British 
Isles for a long time, although they 
were observed in Norfolk shortly after 
a sanctuary had been established. 0 


MORE FIELD CLUBS 


In the opinion of Father Kennedy, 
Ireland is becoming more bird- 
minded every year, and he attributes 
this to the fact that the sanctuaries 
have encouraged more birds to visit 
the country. All over the country 
Field clubs are growing up,” he says, 
Wand lectures, sponsored in many cases 
by the R. D. S., are helping to a great“ 
extent to foster interest, There are, 
however, not nearly enough sanctuaries 
m Ireland, and I see no reason why 
there should not be one in every 
county.“ 

The first bird sanctuary in England 
was established shortly after the first 
Great War, he told me, and ever since 
then wealthy societies have been carry 
ing on the good work. Public parks, 
waste areas, acres of land given by 
public bodies to the nation as war 
memorials—all these spaces have been 
utilmed to protect birds from harm 
across the Irish Sea. When I asked 
him if there was any chance of more 
sanctuaries being established in Ire- 
land, he said that it was up to the 
local people themselves. 

It is not an easy task,” he con- 
tinued, “ for it will take a great deal 
of agitation before the local County 
Council will even consider the project. 
When I began advocating a bird sanc. 
tuary in Dublip in 1 nobody be- 
lieved that I would succeed. After a 
series of lectures and talks my fellow- 
workers and I got the North Bull as 
the site, and it was only after months 
of canvassing that we finally interested 
the County Council in our scheme. 

en we managed this, however,

THE NEXT STEP 


As it may be assumed that such re- 
adjustments will be made in response 
to emergency demands—by — r 
ambulando, rather than by comprehen- 
sive or Ea logical methods—there 
is one issue of primary and immediate 
importance which cannot too soon be 
determined. Pending the conduct of 
comprehensive surveys and the prepara- 
tion of some unified plan—as a con- 
spectus of local, regional and national 
development—there can be little hope 
of escape from present conditions in 
which issues of grave importance fre- 
quently are subjects of arbitrary, hasty 
and ill-balanced decisions. 

To that end it has been submitted 
that the present Town and Regional 
Planning Acts should be drasticall 
. As a guide to such amend- 
ments a preliminary survey would be 
highly desirable. How could such a 
survey most conveniently be made? By 
whom should it be undertaken?

ment of County icklow’s arterial 
_roads assigned to the care of a national 
authority, questions such as those of 
county roads, the amenities of seaside 
resorts and the development of 
water supply services across county 
boundaries, could most usefully be 
viewed from their regional aspects. 
Such suggestlons, necessarily, are 
presented in skeleton form. Space, 
and dangers of over-elaboration, forbid 
their detailed development. If they 
indicate possible lines of useful explora- 
tion, their purpose will have been 
served. Along some such lines there 


may lie solutions of many adminis- 


trative, as well of planning, problems. 
Under the County Management Act, 
county and urban boundaries have 
ceased to be sacrosanct. Regional Com- 
missioners may well prove to be the 
forerunners of regional managers and 
councils. Parish councils then might 
find their proper place in the structure 
of local administration. Less likely 
things: have happened !

PARISH COUNCIL WORK 


Parish Councils provide important 
work for women, and in many parts 
of the country they are taking over 
the organisation, and are recruits from 
the divisions of the Irish Red Cross 
Society and have signed a 
VAD. declaration. They have 
agreed, when they are called upon, to 
be employed in the medical forms- 
tion of establishments of the defence 
forces, and while so employed will be 
subject to military law and regule- 


tions. 

Although this plan is still in the 
initial stages, having been in opera- 
tion only two or three months, an 
official of the Irish Red Cross Society 
said that a satisfa number of divi- 
sional members had already signed the 
declaration. 


VOLUNTARY SERVICES 

The news of the registration of 
women in England for the various ser- 
vices raises the question of the part 
bemg played by women in the volun- 
tary services of Eire. A very large 
percentage of them have taken out 
some form of training, either in first- 
aid, home nursing, A. R. P., or canteen 
work, and large numbers have already 
given valuable service. In the event 
of an emergency, they will be called 
upon to act in various capacities 
women. A. RP. wardens, cooking 
arrangements in the communal kitchens, 
which are absorbmg many women 
helpers, and there are plenty more 
willing to give their assistance as the 
number of Kitchens increase. 
Although women are principally con- 
cerned with the communal kitchen side 
of Parish-Councils, in some cases they 
are on the actual Council and on the 
Fuel Committees. Canteen work in the 
St. John Ambulance Brigade is — 
done by women, and up to the presen 
they have been doing excellent work in 
the rer districts of the city with 
their mobile canteen. In the event of 
an emergency the entire St. John 
Ambulance Brigade will be mobilised, 
and women — men will be called up 
for their various duties. 


CANTEEN CORPS 


Hundreds of women and girls en- 
rolled in the Canteen Corps of the Irish 


Red Cross Society, and had some 
experience earlier in the year with 
— 5 ees from the North and from the 
bombed areas of Dublin. When neces- 
sar the Canteen Co will be 
mobilised. There must very few 


women m Dublin who have not taken 
their training in either first-aid or in 
home nursing. Instructors were, and 
still are, busy giving classes, and many 
of these women have joined either the 
St. John Ambulance Brigade or the 
Irish Red Cross Society, and are on the 
staffs of first-aid posts throughout the 
erty and county. 

All the divisional members who hold 
their first-aid and home nursing certi- 
ficates age now receiving revisionary 
irstruction. 


BISHOP’S TRIBUTE 


TO SEE OF CLOGHER 


MR. KNIGHT ON SUNDAY 
OBSERVANCE 


HE BISHOP OF CLOGHER (the 
95 Right Rev. James MacManaway, 
p.b.), in the course of his 
address to the Diocesan Synod at 
Clones yesterday, recalled his observa- 
tion to the Diocesan Synod of Sept- 
ember, 1938: ‘‘We must not imagine, 
even for one moment, that peace is an 
assured fact, and that those who are 
out for conquest and domination have 
yielded to the entreaties of those who 
want no self-aggrandisement, but who 
have been, and are, striving for peace 
among those who constitute the great 
Powers to-day. : 

In 1939, he said, they had heard, as 
it were, the declaration of war, and 
from that time on, their anxieties had 
increased as they learned of the self- 
sacrifice of those who had proved to be 
in many cases almost superhuman men. 
The British people and their Allies had 
won the admiration of countless millions 
throughout the world, and amongst 
those admirers were those werful, 
innumerable and inexhaustable people 
of the United States of America. Their 
help, their encouragement, and their 
constant war supplies had been, and 
continued to be, a tower of strength to 
all the Allies. 

He ho that the nations would 
continue in prayer and supplication to 
the Almighty and Loving Father, Who, 
through His Divine Son, would bring 
peace in His own time-and in His own 
way.

Having spoken of the losses suffered 
by the death of clevical and lay mem- 
bers, the Bishop passed on to the con- 
sideration of the financial side of the 
diocesan organisation, and stated that 
to-day, as in the immediate past, they 
had no apprehension, The different 
parishes had discharged their obliga- 
tions with a promptness and generositv 
that would do credit to any diocese 
in the Anglican Communion, 

‘* Notwithstanding a declining popu- 
lation, generally speaking, he said,

There would appear to be man 
reasons for- this, but the main reason 
is that the Grocers’ Assistants’ Union 
will not have them at any price, 
obviously because they are afraid that 
the girls will oust men eventually. 
There is no doubt that many houses 
would employ women if allowed. Of 
course, à good deal of the work done 
in “pubs by male assistants could 
never be done by women. Shifting of 
barrels, for instance, is exclusively a 
male occupation, and the “ pulling ” 


of pint requires à technique 
that never appears to have 
been acquired y barmaids, At 
least, most men require some con- 


vincing that a woman can pull a good 
pint. And Dublin is a pint-drinking 
city. 

For the lighter forms of work, such 
as the serving of bottled liquors, 
halves or sandwiches, women 
appear to be quite fitted. If they 
can do it in other places in this 
country, why not in Dublin’? Cork 
takes to barmaids, so does Limerick 
and, to a certain extent, Belfast, and 
Cork and Limerick men can go 4 
pint with any. 

However, there are further objec- 
tions. A member of the trade 
suggested that a good many licensed 
houses probably would employ women 
for the reason that they could get 
them at a lower rate of pay. On the 
other hand, he thinks, a good-looking 
barmaid can be a bit of a nuisance. 
She is certain to have her favourites 
among the customers, and, apart from 
the little jealousies that, this may 
arouse, there is the further question 
of service, The favoured’ ones. may 
et faster or better service than the 
ess favoured, and the ultimate result 
to the proprietor may be the loss of 
one or more customers. 

Another man connected with the 
business said that there are men who 
simply will not stand in a pub.“ 
where a woman is serving, and they 
can give no logical reason for it. Pos- 
sibly the presence of a woman makes 
them feel uncomfortable, less care- 
free, and there are times, of course, 
in a . public-house when a certain 
amount of vocal control must be exer- 
cised with a female: assistant ha g 
around. There is the further considera- 
tion that a woman's presence may re- 
mind a man of home, which might not 
‘be all it’s cracked up to be. 
And, anyway, what women can dis- 
cuss the or football intel- 
ligently? How many could say off. 
hand on a Saturday afternoon what 
teams got top score in be football 
doubles, or, for that matter, cares two 
hoots about the composition of Cork’s 
team for the hurling final on Sunday!

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COUNTRYSIDE 
By a Specia REPRESENTATIVE. 


HE morning light grew stronge! 
“- and stronger as the Mary Jane 
pushéd along on her second day 
out of Dublin, Our passage seemed to 
disturb nothing of the countryside. 
There was none of that feeling of 
temporary upheaval that the passage 
of a fast car or a train gives, even 
the noise of the motor seemed cloaked 
by the general silence of field and tree. 
2 fussily dived or scurried off 
as we came along, an egg from one of 
their nests floated by, followed a little 
later by a drowned pup, and after a 
while we came to the 13th Lock. 

This lock has been sung for many 
years in a ballad entitled The 
Ghost of the 13th Lock,“ but I failed 
to get the words of it from any of the 
boatmen whom I met. A ar 4 má 
search in Dublin failed t6 discover it, 
and I am wondering now if the song 
is not as nebulous as the ghost it 
celebrates. The lock itself on that 
morning looked no place for a ghost; 
it was just the same as all the other 
locks on the canal. 

There was no dawn, the light merely 
grew stronger and the sky remained 
overcast, though the clouds were high 
over the flat land. We passed over 
the Leinster Aqueduct, or aikadock’’ 
as the locals ’’ call it. which made 
me realise even more than the locks 
had done that a canal is something 
unique in waterways, for it not only 
goes uphill, but it crosses roads, rivers 
and railways also. 

A branch of the canal went off to 
the left to Naas, our way lay to the 
right, and in between the two a small 
cutting left a triangular island known 
locally as Soldier's Island. The story 
is that in some of the wars a 
deserted from the British 
Army and hid on the island. His folk 
kept him fed while the police combed 
the neighbourhood for him in vain. 


SEVEN SPRINGS 


After the next lock we had reached 
the summit level of the canal, into 
which the water that feeds the whole 
stretch from Dublin to the Shannon 
is run. There is a reservoir above 
the village of Prosperous, in County 
Kildare, which feeds the canal and 
the reservoir is fed by the Seven 
Springs of Pylorstown. The skipper 
explained to me that there were actu- 
ally more than seven springs feeding 
the canal, but they were always given 
this name. There is something magi- 
cal about the idea of springs feeding 
a canal on which fifty or sixty tons 
of merchandise could be carried so 
easily, and magic always suggests the 
number seven. 

The water on this level was so clear 
that every detail of the canal bed was 
visible, and the bottom was so hard 
that no mud stirred as ovr propeller 
passed over it. Schools of roach (or 
rudd, as the piscatologists tell us they 
are) glided by, not in the least mind- 
ing the hulk of the barge. 

At Robertstown we saw the first of

DOWNHILL 


We were now oh ine other side of 
this watery hill, having come through 
the first downward lock, and we 
passed a new school beside a corru- 
gated iron church. The schaal had been 
built out of a legacy left to build a 
new church, and there are little mnr- 
murings in that neighbourhood of the 
uneasy spirit of al man who had heen 
generous in death.] On to Ticknevin, 
and here anothem, ghost story. A 
young man, taking . short cut home 
every night, used fross a certain field, 
and every night stranger came out 
of the darkness and grappled with 
him before he could cross.

The last few miles of the day’s 
travel were all through bogland, which 
stretched as far as the eye could sce 
on the south side, while ricks, and 
piles and stacks of. turf line the bank. 
Hundreds of tons of it, though its re- 
moval made hardiv a mark on that 
vast surface. That night I slept on 
turf brus in the shade of a chestnut 
at the end of one of the riczs,

HE position of the City of Dublin 
15 in the matter of fire-watching 
and of organisation for the pre- 
vent ion of fire from incendiary bombs 
is' far from adequate.

Mr, R. 8. Lawrie, Chief Warden and 
AR. P. Officer in Dublin, to an Irie 
Times reporter. 
The existing arrangements all round 


Although business 
firms of the larger kind have or- 
ganised fire-watching and arrange- 


ments for fire prevention, he said, the 
smaller firms seem to take no interest. 
Unless the city is a hundred per cent. 
prepared, we are going to fall down in 
an emergency. Fire may start in 
blocks of buildings that are not organ- 
ised for protection and spread. People 
seem to be under the impression that 
the fire engine is the answer to an 
alarm, but it is not,

IRISH SEED 
POTATOES 


BRITAIN TO TAKE 
EXPORTABLE SURPLUS 


Our London Correspondent writes :— 
The British Ministry of Food has agreed 
to purchase the whole of the exportable 
surplus of Eire's 1941 season seed 
potatoes, amounting to more than 
twenty thousand tons. The agreement 
is the outcome of a conference at the 
Ministry’s potato control headquarters 
at, Oxford, attended by representatives 
of the Irish High Commissioner’s Office 
and technical experts from the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 

The price agreed to represents an 
increase on last year, and will be 
acceptable to Eire shippers. Producers 
will be assured of a definite outlet for 
all their seed potatoes. 


‘DRIFTING MINES 
EXPLODE 


ROSSLARE HARBOUR, Friday. 

Several drifting mines which were 
washed ashore along the South Coast 
of Wexford yesterday exploded with 
terrific violence on striking the beach. 
Houses were shaken, and pieces of 
shrapnel were picked up halt - a- mile 
inland. 

Two mines which exploded during 
the night aroused con derable alarm. 
The flashes were seen for miles. More 
mines have been rted driftin 
between Tuskar Rock Lighthouse an 
The Hook, and patrols of military and 
L.D.F. are maintaining a close watch. 


EXECUTIONS IN PARIS 

PARIS, Friday.—The first three men 
sentenced to death by the tribunal to 
try Communists and other subversive 
elements were to-day executed by 
guillotine in the Santé Prison.—(Asso- 
ciated Press.) 

Eighteen Polish police officers were 
sentenced to death at Poznan. They 
were accused of atrocities against 372 
defenceless Germans, resulting in the 
death of 350. 

Ten Serbians were shot by the 
Germans in each of the three towns of 
Melensi, Kumane and Mokrin, situated 
north-east of Belgrade, as a reprisal for 
the destruction of crops and other acts 
of sabotage. The executed men were 
described in the German communiqué as 
Communists.

STRIKE THREAT 
AT CLERY’S 


INTERVENTION OF 
DEPARTMENT 


The Department of Industry and 
Commerce has intervened in the dispute 
between the Irish Union of Distributive 
Workers and Clerks and Messrs. Clery 
and Co. (1941), Ltd. A meeting 
het ween the parties has been called for 
this morning at the Department. 

Strike notice, served by the union, 
was to have taken effect as from to-day. 

The dispute arose out of the introduc- 
tion of modern business methods into 
the counting-house, The firm's auditors 
told Mr. Denis Guiney, managing 
director, that the counting-house 
methods were ‘‘ the most old-fashioned 
in Europe, and that a change-over was 
imperative. Consequent upon the intro- 
duction of modern methods, five mem- 
hers of the staff—three men and two 
women—became redundant and were 
dismissed. The union demanded three 
months’ wages. Mr. Guiney offered a 
compromise of two months’ wages, and 
the union demanded reinstatement of 
the workers, and served strike notice 
in support of their demand. Mr. 
Guiney declined the demand. 


NINE FOOD-CENTRES 
PLANS FOR LIMERICK 


Limerick City Manager, Mr. J. J. 
Berkery, has made plans for the estab- 
lishment in the city of nine food 
centres, capable of supplying 35,000 
meals daily to persons who may not 
be able to have cooking facilities at 
home during the winter months, owing 
to fuel scarcity. 

Mr. Berkery has estimated that each 
meal will cost fivepence for adults and 
twopence for children. He has tecom- 
mended, however, that any deficiency 
be made good by national as well as 
local taxation, and that the State 
should pay any deficiency in respect 
of persons in receipt of unemployment 
benefit, old age pensions, etc.
